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New Headquarte 


HE Board of Managers has purchased a 

new headquarters for the American Bible 
Society in New York City—this time at the 
southwest corner of 57th Street and Park 
Avenue. 

Now, as nearly nine decades ago, the same 
principles and motives guided. The sale of the 
old property is planned to finance the purchase 
of the new. The new site is further uptown. 
The building is more in proportion to the pres- 
ent needs. In addition, it is of modern fire- 
proof construction where even the rarest manu- 
scripts and treasures of the Society may be 
gathered and ex- 
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rs for the Society 


to its present needs. For, since the Society de- 
cided in 1922 to do its composing, printing, and 
binding elsewhere, in more modern plants at 
less proportionate expense, it has used only 
about one-third of the space in its present 
building, the balance being rented to others, so 
far as suitable tenants are found. 

Many precious memories, and its commo- 
dious quarters, make it no easy break to give 
up the old red-brick Bible House. 

In moving further uptown (about the same 
distance as in the precedent of 1852), the hope 
is to be more accessible to the many friends in

The amount of money involved was large. But 
the step taken in 1852 has been amply justified. 
Expectations have been fulfilled long since. 
The Nassau Street Bible House was sold for 
more than it cost. Income from stores and of- 
fices of the Astor Place Bible House paid off 
the mortgage involved beyond monies con- 
tributed for the specific purpose of its erection. 

The Society moved, in 1852, to obtain a 
building suitable for its then needs—to provide 
an adequate printing and binding plant. Now, 
again, the move seeks a building more suitable

~| story, tapestry 
| brick, limestone 
building stands at 
one of the promi- 
nent corners in the 
metropolis of the 
new world. While 
Park Avenue is 
rightly and widely 
| known as residen- 
tial, at 57th Street 
itshares in the 
aspect of a shop- 
ping district—this neighborhood being now 
open to trade purposes. A Bible House in such 
a location should help to keep before the minds 
and hearts of all who pass, the need of the 
world today for the living Word of God. 

The expectation is that the new building will 
be occupied in the fall, so that it may be used 
in connection with the commemoration of the 
400 years of the printed English Bible, to take 
place from October to December this year. 
Alterations are being made to provide assembly 
and exhibit halls, offices, library, record and 
salesroom. The manufacture and storage of 
unbound and bound stock of Scripture, and 
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shipments from places of manufacture to de- 
positories in this country; and the processes of 
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translation, publication, and distribution in for- 
eign fields will continue as heretofore. 


Among School Children

HROUGHOUT the year, one of our cor- 

respondents has faithfully carried on a 
work of Scripture distribution among public- 
school children. At first, he gave out only the 
Gospel of St. John. But, during the year, he 
has enlarged the distribution to a Testament. 
Nearly every Saturday morning he calls at the 
depository to purchase his week’s supply of 
Proverbs and five-cent Testaments, sometimes 
ten, sometimes twenty. His face shines as he 
tells of God’s goodness to him. 

One day he came in and said, “I can take 
only three Testaments and three Proverbs to- 
day.” Five copies of each were handed to him; 
but his reply was, ““No,—not today. I must 
have carfare, and two bits is all I have.” 

Surely, no one would put a grant of Scrip- 
tures to better use. “How would you like to 
have twenty Testaments and twenty Proverbs 
as a gift from the American Bible Society?” 


His eyes filled with tears as he said, “Jehovah 
bless you.” Undoubtedly God will bless him 
for his unselfish, consecrated effort among the 
school children, on whom so largely the future 
of our country depends. 

A missionary in Oregon writes, “The law al- 
lows us to teach the Bible during school hours, 
and I have schools in four different towns. I 
find so many children have no Bible, not even 
a portion of the Scriptures, in their homes. I 
am making a special effort to get at least a por- 
tion in every home this year; so every Gospel 
is valuable to me. I teach every week almost 
five hundred children. I hope to enlarge this 
work still more with the beginning of another 
school year. It has been a struggle to provide 
the children with even small portions of the 
Bible; but I believe this year will be the best I 
have had. May the Lord bless you in the noble 
work you are doing to spread his Word.” 


Bible-searching Contest

WO years ago the Philippines Agency 

started a contest for high-school students, 
in which they were asked to search for Scrip- 
ture quotations and references in their author- 
ized texts and reading books. Much interest 
was aroused, and many comments were made, 
throughout the islands, on the value of such a 
contest. This year Mr. David Shepherd, one 
of the office staff, started a Bible-searching 
contest open for all. One hundred questions 
were asked, which could be answered only by 
giving definite chapter and verse and a brief 
statement of contents. It required much search- 
ing and many hours of Bible reading on the 
part of even the best. All pastors, Bible- 
women, and instructors in Bible schools and 
colleges were barred. Of the 494 who entered 
230 sent in answers. Each entrant was re- 
quired to purchase 15 cents worth of Scriptures 
as enrollment fee. Bibles and New Testaments 
were given to the winners as premiums and 
proved real incentives. 

A missionary writes, “For interest I never 
saw anything to equal it. Last week after the 
boys received their questions, they sat around 
the dormitory and did not want to do anything 


else, and they would sit up far into the night. 
One boy said he dreamed about the questions 
the first night, and began searching in his 
dream. Although I hear remarks of ‘They are 
hard,’ it does not abate their interest.” An- 
other missionary wrote, “We are so interested 
in the Bible-searching contest and think it is 
fine.” 

One of the contestants wrote, “In my con- 
version I owe much to your twice-given con- 
test, wherein I fortunately placed myself in 
your roll of prize winners.” Another writes, 
“In my desire to give my father the New Tes- 
tament, following Mrs. de Leon’s (a neighbor) 
example and encouragement, I entered the con- 
test without hope to win, but just to try to 
know how much I know in the Bible. I hope 
and pray you will show me where my weakness 
Is In answering your questions.” We give still 
another quotation: “I am sure every contestant 
in your Bible-searching contest agrees with me 
when I say we were all winners; for those who 
were unsuccessful certainly gained much 
knowledge of the Bible, which otherwise they 
wouldn’t have known had not the American 
Bible House conducted such a contest.” 
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The Book Changes Lives

Gets years ago Harold Begbie wrote an 
inspiring book entitled “Life Changers.” 
This designation is more than apt in relation to 
the Holy Scriptures. The chief purpose of the 
Bible, and the ever-present aim of the Bible 
Societies in distributing the Scriptures, is to 
change life for the better where such change is 
required; to transform human nature from 
what it is, to what God means it to become. 

As has been recounted in other parts of the 
world, so also in this great land of the South- 
ern Cross, the influence of the Holy Scriptures 
on personal life in transforming men and their 
families has been very marked. Many are the 
incidents that might be related to bear witness 
to this striking fact. 

One of our workers in the northeast of 
Brazil presented a copy of the Holy Scriptures 
to the head of the family seen in the accom- 
panying photograph. On numerous occasions 
he had maintained long and unavailing conver- 
sations with the man. At last, he persuaded 


him to read the Bible for himself. After read- 
ing, he became receptive; after becoming re- 
ceptive, he was inclined to thoughtfulness; 
after becoming thoughtful, his doubts weak- 
ened, and at last entirely vanished.

afterwards, he appeared for Christian baptism 
with his wife and family. 

A Baptist missionary, the Rev. A. B. Deter, 
whose field is in the south of the state of Pa- 
rana, relates the following: 

“On a certain occasion a Bible, that had been 
sent out from Rio, was given to a man who had 
little interest in matters pertaining to religion. 
He soon disposed of the volume by throwing it 
away on the roadside. Some days later, a 


group of children passed along that country 
road. One of them picked up the book, think- 
ing that it might be of value. Upon reaching 
home, the child gave the book to his mother, 
who, after reading different passages, discov- 
ered that it contained a light brighter than the 
sun, and that its words to the weary spirit were

most sustaining. She, therefore, called her 
children around her and read to them. By 
continuous reading in this way, she came to be- 
lieve firmly on Christ as the true son of God 
and as her personal Saviour. Her will for good 
was strengthened, her mind was invigorated, 
and her faith sustained by the imperishable 
message of the Book. One by one she led the 
members of her family, as well as numerous 
friends, to the feet of the Master.” 

These lives have indeed been changed. But 
the matter does not end there. Just as a pebble 
dropped upon a smooth surface of water ra- 
diates around itself increasingly large circles, 
so these changed lives, in turn, exercise their 
own peculiar influence each in their own par- 
ticular sphere. Were it possible to gather to- 
gether all those who have seen the divine light 
reflected through the pages of the Bible, we 
would find that, in the various walks of life in 
this great land—on the farms in the hinter- 
land; among the coastal highlands; in the 
cities ‘where cross the crowded ways of life”; 
in the schools; in political life; in the profes- 
sions; in the newspaper world; among the 
large numbers employed in business and in fac- 
tories,—among all of these varied groups stand 
men and women of all ages whose life and ac- 
tivity bear witness to the change that has been 
wrought in them. And in so many, many in- 
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stances, it is direct contact with the Book that 
has been used of God to bring about this trans- 
formation. 

It is no wonder that an increasing number of 
the evangelical churches erected in recent years 
in this field display prominently on their ex- 
terior, in stone or cement, a large open Bible.

A Self-sacrificing Friend

HE accompanying picture is of one who 
well deserves from the Bible Society the 
title “self-sacrificing friend.” Mr. James M. 
Lewelling—although ninety-four years of age 
at his death earlier this year—and his bicycle 
were well known at Newburg, Oregon, where

he lived. When eighty-six, in 1927, he de- 
cided to will all of his property to the Ameri- 
can Bible Society. Owning four pieces of real 
estate, he acted as his own executor, in spite of 


his advanced age, by selling all of this property 
and giving the proceeds to the Society on the 
annuity basis, completing the transaction two 
years ago. Wishing later to give one of them 
to relatives who were taking care of him, he 
insisted on buying it back, although the Society 
was willing to return the deed without consid- 
eration. A Civil War veteran, he stated that 
he made the gifts to the Society “because it all 
belongs to God; for he did not allow me to 
pull the trigger of a loaded gun while I was in 
camp at war.” He was a member of the So- 
ciety of Friends. 

Each year from his pension as a Civil War 
veteran, and from the income on his annuities, 
he was able, by strict self-denial, to make gen- 
erous gifts to the Society. 

So anxious was Mr. Lewelling to show his 
gratitude to our heavenly Father, that he neg- 
lected his own personal comfort and well-being, 
often wishing to send his pension check to the 
Society without reserving any for his own ex- 
penses. In one of his letters he told nothing 
but the truth in writing, “I have denied myself 
many things that would do me no harm.” A 
modest statement for a man who, at ninety- 
four, was giving up what many would consider 
absolute necessities of life. He did not keep 
back part of the price; but, like St. Paul, 
counted all things as loss, so that he might 
know Christ Jesus, his Lord. 

It is a privilege to pay tribute to his notable 
unselfishness and courageous generosity. 
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President Lin Sen Receives a Bible

HE President of the Chinese Government, 
the Honorable Lin Sen, received a Bible 
from the American Bible Society at the Bureau 
of Ceremonies in Nanking on Monday morn- 
ing, April 8. The presentation was made by 
General Chang Chih-kiang, an Honorary Life 
Member of the Bible Society. Associated with 
him were Dr. Handel Lee, president of the 
Nanking Theological Seminary; Mr. Samuel 
Shen, secretary of the East China Bible So- 
ciety, and Dr. Carleton Lacy, Agency Secretary 
Bethe American Bible Society.” Ihe Presr 
dent’s personal secretary and Col. Y. C. Lee, 
of the Bureau of Ceremonies, were also present. 
The ceremony of presentation took place in 
what might be called the Blue Room, the pri- 
vate reception room of the President. Mr. Lin 
Sen stood beneath a large portrait of Dr. Sun 
Yat-sen. His guests entered one by one and 
bowed. They were invited to sit informally 
about a small round table, where each was in- 
troduced by name. General Chang then handed 
to the President a leather-bound, gilt inscribed, 
Chinese Bible, which lay in a blackwood case 
with glass cover. This was graciously received 
with words of appreciation, after which Dr. 
Lee led in prayer, the President and his guests 
standing around the little tea table. Then Pres- 
ident Lin, in the most informal and sincere 
manner, told of his personal debt to Christian- 
ity and its institutions, and paid his tribute to 
missionary service; after which he led the com- 
pany to the courtyard, where together they 
were photographed with the Bible in the Presi- 
dent’s hands. 

Mr. Lin is a distinguished scholar and a vet- 
eran leader of the Kuomintang. His early edu- 
cation was secured at the Anglo-Chinese Col- 
lege in Foochow, in which city he was born 
sixty-one years ago. During the interview on 
Monday, he mentioned by name many of the 
early Methodist ministers of that place, and 
acknowledged his own and his country’s debt 
to the service they rendered. He made refer- 
ence to the sacrificial lives of many mission- 
aries, and to the high standard of education set 
by the Christian schools and colleges. He 
praised Christianity for its freedom from the 
superstition which has characterized some other 
religions, and for its democratizing influence 
which has done much for the leveling of class 
distinctions. These remarks closed with a re- 
quest for cooperation in the government’s edu- 
cational program and policies. 

Those who listened to Mr. Lin were im- 


pressed by his apparent sincerity, and his inti- 
mate knowledge of the wide variety of sub- 
jects on which he conversed. His long experi- 
ence in the Chinese customs service and in 
party politics, and his connection with the Over- 
seas Commission and later with the Legislative

for his present office. To these qualifications 
he adds a personal charm and dignity that do 
honor to his position.

Worp has come that William S. Strong, for 
many years in charge of the North China Sub- 
agency, and during 1926-29 Secretary of the 
Arabic-Levant Agency, passed away on May 14 
in England, where he was residing since broken 
health necessitated his retirement. His entire 
service was marked by the eagerness of a pio- 
neer and by warm devotion to the Scriptures.

It has been the indispensd 
guide and companion of millions of persons of every degree and walk of life. 

The completion of these four hundred years should be the occasion for a nat: 
wide expression of gratitude to God for this great gift, and for a new and concel 
effort to bring the people of America into vital touch with its matchless resou 
There is no other year at hand when the power of a great commemoration can rel 
such deep and penetrating influences upon our national life. For such a commemorat 
this Committee covets the thoughtful cooperation of all who value the Bible. 

The nature of the Commemoration in any community will depend primarily u 
the initiative and effort of members of the community itself; for no national or 
gional committee can be responsible for promoting local celebrations or for provid 
the unreached with Bibles. In every community there will be those whose gratitude} 
this great book and whose desire to share it will be incentives in working out the 
local procedure. 


In the interest of united action the Committee offers the following suggestid 
That all commemorative activities include as objectives: 


a. The worthy commemoration of four hundred years of the printed English 
through public gatherings, with thanksgiving to God for this His gift, fo 
place in the history and life of the English-speaking peoples, and for tl 
whose labor and sacrifices made the Scriptures available to us in our 
tongue. 

b. The practical expression of such gratitude and interest in efforts to make 
Bible the personal possession of many who do not have it,—especially 
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America’s homes,—and in stimulating the practice of personal and family read- 
ing of the Bible and meditation upon it. 

[hat local committees be formed soon in as many communities as possible to make 
the necessary plans for effective observances. 

That the period of the Commemoration be from October 4—the exact anniversary 
date—to Bible Sunday, December 8, the main public exercises coming early in 
this period; followed by such canvasses or other processes as may best achieve 
the practical aims of the celebration, reaching on Bible Sunday the climax of 
such phases of the Commemoration as would ordinarily be held in the churches. 


Suitable public exercises include mass meetings with addresses (with a possible use 
> radio), articles and editorials in the public press, a historical pageant, and library 
its. Within the churches, in the church schools, in young people’s groups, and in the 
es of worship, many enriching opportunities for fostering the Commemoration can 
veloped. Other community organizations will find many appropriate ways of tak- 
art. 

Che stimulation of the possession and use of the Bible may be carried out by the 
sution of suitable literature; by articles of testimony from those qualified to speak 
: value of the Bible in personal living; by concerted reading of great passages dur- 
ie commemorative period; by systematic canvass of the community, presenting suit- 
eaflets and offering to assist in securing Bibles, and in such other ways as the local 
ion may make practicable. In addition to the activities in local communities, ap- 
iate action by various national organizations is expected. 

\t intervals the National Committee will make further announcement on various 
s of the Commemoration. No general financial appeal will be made; the moderate 
ses of community activities, including the supply of Scriptures, must be met locally. 
n conclusion, the Committee would emphasize again the opportunity the Commemo- 
affords for bringing in new degree into our national and personal living at this 
il time the great and wholesome moral and spiritual influences of the Bible. It is 
iough for us to celebrate history. We must make it.

A SURPRISING and gratifying fact is revealed 
by returns from German Bible Societies for 
the year 1934. In the face of the repressive 
measures of the present government on 
churches and the ministry, the Bavarian Bible 
Society of Nuremberg reports an issue of 
15,269 volumes of Scripture, as against 11,970 
the year before; the Saxony Bible Society re- 
ports 46,994 volumes, against 31,062 in 1933; 
the Prussian Bible Society shows a total of 
169,762 volumes issued in 1934, against 138,990 
the year before; and the Wurttemberg Bible 
Institution reports 844,383 volumes issued, 
against 715,542 the year before.

Advances are also reported by the French, 
Danish, and Norwegian Bible Societies. In 
fact, the continental Bible Societies show an 
average increase of 17 percent of Scriptures 
distributed during 1934 over the number re- 
ported in 1933. 


A ponor and annuitant made this rather 
unique comment in connection with his last 
donation:

New Honorary Life Members 


HE Rey. C. Y. Cheng, D.D., Litt.D., LL.D., 

in recognition of his long interest in, and 
helpfulness to, the Bible cause in China, and 
especially his service as chairman of the Ad- 
visory Council of the Bible Society in China, 
was appointed an Honorary Life Member of 
the American Bible Society by the Board at its 
meeting in December 1934. Dr. Cheng, or 
Cheng Ching-yi as he is widely known in his 
own country, has been one of the forceful 
Christian leaders of China, and is general sec- 
retary of the General Assembly of the Church 
of Christ in China. In acknowledging his 
notification of this appointment, he wrote: “For 
more than thirty years I have had connections 
with the work of the Bible Societies, first the 
British and Foreign, and then the American. 
It occupies a very warm corner in my heart; for 
the spreading of the Word of God in China is 
one of the most efficient and helpful means of 
propagating Christianity. I shall always be 


happy and ready to render whatever service 
within my power to help forward the work of 
your great Society here in China.” 

The Rev. H. W. Widdoes, D.D., in recogni- 
tion of valuable service rendered the Society 
in the revision of the Scriptures in Iocano, 
was appointed an Honorary Life Member by 
the Board at its meeting in February 1935. 
Dr. Widdoes has been a missionary of the 
United Brethren Church in the Philippines 
among the Ilocanos since 1904. He established 
a strong work, has wide influence, and is one 
of the authorities on Ilocano, being the author 
of a grammar and a dictionary in that language. 
Between the retirement of Dr. McLaughlin in 
1920 and the appointment of Mr. Cameron as 
Secretary of the Philippines Agency in 1921, he 
generously acted as Secretary of that Agency. 

The Rev. Joshua F. Cottingham, D.D., in 
recognition of valuable service rendered the 
Society in the revision of the Scriptures in 
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Tagalog, was appointed an Honorary Life 
Member by the Board at its meeting in Febru- 
ary 1935. Dr. Cottingham is a veteran mis- 
sionary of the Methodist Episcopal Church. 

The Annual Meeting of the Society, held on 
May 9, 1935, added two to the list of Honorary 
Life Members. 

The Rev. Rodolphe Petter, D.D., a home 
missionary of the Mennonite Church, was so 
added for his valuable services in the transla- 
tion of the New Testament into Cheyenne. He 
has spent forty years among the Indians and 
has produced a translation which is greatly 
prized.

He was preparing to leave in the interest of 
order, when a girl, who apparently could not 
read, asked him to read her something from 
his book. He read the Beatitudes. She was 
delighted, the listening group was touched and 
interested. The market women changed their 
attitude, many of them buying sets of the 
Gospels. 
Good for Their Children 

Visiting Chucurapi, a plantation in the 
Tambo Valley, he came on a group singing to 
the accompaniment of a guitar. One denounced 
him as a Mason, another as a heretic; while a 
third shouted that they did not wish to know 
anything. They were resuming their song when 
Don Carlos proposed to read to them. He 
read. Their interest was aroused. One ex- 
claimed—“The Bible is true. I wish my chil- 
dren to read that.” He bought a Bible, and 
each of his three companions followed his ex- 
ample. 

In eighteen towns, villages, and plantations 
in the Moquegua Valley the colporteur sold 30 
Bibles, 31 Testaments, and over 500 portions. 


Bringing Light to the Indians 


In the fair in Juliaca,—a great Indian cen- 
ter,—Don Carlos read and sold the Scriptures 
for several days. The sales were very good, 
and included the Quechua Testament and Gos- 
pels. While reading the Quechua in the plaza, 
an Indian embraced him, saying :—“Viracocha, 
the blessing of God be upon you in bringing 
light to the Indians.” 

In Huancané the colporteur saw the greatest

In Moho also, there 
was a gathering of 10,000 Indians, amon 
whom he sold hundreds of books despite tor- 
rential rains. 

Passing from legendary Titicaca to Cuzco, 
the ancient capital of the Incas, his first visi 
was to the prison, where he read and sold th 
Scriptures to over one hundred Indians.|

bering Mollendo, he began by reading Matthewy

While don Teofilo Castro once was resting 
with his pack of books on a seat in the plaza, 
a notorious sot was going past. He hailed him 
and chatted with him. The poor fellow com- 
plained that everybody despised him, and burst 
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into tears. He wished he were dead. Don 
Teofilo read to him from his Testament, that 
no drunkard shall inherit the kingdom of God. 
He was aroused. Was there then no hope for 
hime Yes; there was a Great Physician who 
could cure him,—he knew by experience, 
Who? Where could he find him? He could 
be known through the New Testament. The 
drunkard had in his hand a coin which he was 
on his way to spend for liquor. He bought in- 
stead a Testament. The colporteur has visited 
him repeatedly since, finding him abstaining 
completely from drink, and becoming more and 
more familiar with the gospel.

Resolved, That the name of this corporation 
in the Charter be changed from ‘The Ameri- 
can Bible Society” to “American Bible So- 
ciety,’ and be it further 

Resolved, That the president and secretary 
of this corporation be and they are hereby 
authorized and directed to execute and file a 
certificate of change of name pursuant to sec- 
tion 40 of the General Corporation Law and 
in conformity with this resolution.
